PAPER money, confifting 
in bank notes, iflued by 
cople of undoubted credit, paya- 
bie upon demand, without any 
condition, and in tact always readi- 
ly paid, as foon as prefented, is, in 
every re{pect, equal in value to gold 
and filver money; fince gold and 
filver money can atany tine be had 
for it. Whatever is esther boughe 
or fold forfueh paper, muft neceff- 
arily be bought or fold as cheap as 
it could have been for gold and fil- 
ver. 

Ir would be otherwife, indeed, 
with a paper money confilting in 
promiffory notes, of which the im- 
mediate payment depended, im any 
refoedt, excher upon the good will 
of thofe who Mued them, or upon 
a condition which the holder of the 
notes might not always have it in 
his power to fulfil; or of which the 
ayment was not exigible tll after 


certain number of years, and 
hich inthe mean time bore no in- 
eit, Such a paper mogey would, 
no doubt, fal more or jefs below

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The paper currencies of North - 
America confifted, not in Bank 
notes payable to the bearer on de- 
mand, but in a government paper, 
of which the payment was not exi- 
gible till feveral years after it was 
iffued: and though the colony go- 
vernments paid no incereft to the 
holder, of this paper, they declar- 
ed it to be, and in faét rendered 
ita legal tender of payment for the 
fuli value for which ir was iffued. 
But allowing the colony fecurity to 
be perfectly good,—--a hundred 
pounds payable fifteen years hence, 


for example, in a country where in- 


tereft is at 6 per cent, is worth little 
more than forty pounds ready mo- 
ney. To obhge a creditor there- 
fore, to accept of this-as full pay- 
ment fora debt of ahundred pounds 
actually paid down tn ready money, 
was an att of fuch violent injuftice, 
as has fearce, perhaps, beer! at- 
tempted by the government of any 
other country which pretended to 
be tree.-It bears the evident marks 
of having originally been what the 
honett and downrigzit Do€or Dou- 
glas aflures us it was, a {cheme of 
fraudulent debtors to cheat their 
creditors. The Government. of 
Penntyivania, indeed, pretended, 
upon their firit emiffion of paper- 
moacy in 1722, to render their pa- 
per of equal value with gold and 
by enadling penalties againfl

all thofe whe made any difierence 
12 the price of their goods when 
they fold them for a colony paper, 
wid when they fold them for gold 
and filver; a regulation equally 
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than that which it was meant to 
fupport. A pofitive law may ren~ 
der a fhilling a legal tender for a 
wuinea ; becaufe it may direct the 
courts of juftice to difcharge the 
debtor who has made that tender. 
But no pofitive law can oblige a 
perfon who fells goods, and who is 
at liberty to fell or not to fell, as he 
pleafes, to accept of a fhilling as 
equivalent to a guinea in the price 
of them. Notwithftanding any re- 
gulation of this kind, it appeared 
by the ceurfe of exchange with 
Great Britain, that a hundred 
pounds iterling was occafionally 
confidered as equivalent, infome of 
the colonies, to a hundred and thir- 
ty pounds, and in others to Jo great 
a fum as eleven hundred pounds 
currency ; this difference in the va~ 
lue arifing from the difference in 
the quanuty of paper emitred in the 
diferent colonies, andin the dift- 
ance and probability of its final 
difcharge and redemption. 

No law therefore couid be more 
equitable than the act of Parlia- 
ment, fo unjuftiy complained of 
in the colonies, which declared 
that Ro paper currency to be emit- 
ted there in time coming, fhou!d 
be a legal tender of payment.

An A& for the-encouragement of 
railing Sheep. 
Paffed the laft Sefien of the General 
Agem ly. 

E it enafted by the Governor, 
Councid and Reprefentatives in 

Gen. ral Court affenbied and by the 
Authority of the fame, That all Ow- 
ners of any Sheep tm this State, af- 
ter the firtt day of January 1787, 
may anwally during this A&, infere, 
and certify intheir feveral litts of 
Pulls and Rateable Eftate, given 
into the lifters of the refpective 
Towns to which they belong, an 
acount of the number of grown 
Sheep which they feverally owned 
at the time of fhearing, from-which 
2: coat or fleece of wool was fhorn, 
or takenin the feafon next prece- 
ding the giving infuch lift while 
their property. And thereupon 
the faid lifters in making up the lifts 
of eftate as aforefaid, fhall credit, 
and deduct frem the fum total of 
the lifts of fuch owners of theep, to 
the amount and at the rate of four 
fhillings per head for each fuch 
fheep fhorn as aforefaid.. Avid the 
faid lifters fhall annually tranfmit 
to the General Affembly, in their 
return of the lifts of their refpeét- 
ive towns, the whole number of 
fheep in each town, inferted in the 

lifts ag aforefaid, 
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Be it furtber enafked ind pmectiae 
Thac if fuch fifters by infpecting 
the Hfts of rarcable eftate es the law. 
direéts, fhall find that any perfon 
or perfons have inferted in their 


| faid litt, any greater number of theep 


than were actually owaed and fhorn 
as aforefaid, it fhal) be the duty of 
fiuch lifters.to add to the lift of 
fuch perfon or perfons, ‘the whole 
fum which by virtue of this A& 
they have dedivted; and alfo at 
the rare of fixteen fhillings per head 
for each furplus number inferted as 
aforefaid. 

Be it further enafbed by the qutbo- 
rity aforefaid, That any number of 
iheep, not exceeding twenty, the 
property of one perfon, fhall nor 
be hable to be taken, or diipofed 
of by warrant, or execution for any 
tax or debt wharivever, from and 
afterthe rifing of this affembly, 
and during the continuance of 
this aét2&& this aét fhall be, and re- 
main in force untill the firftday of 
January which wilklein the year one 
thovfand, feven hundred and ninety.

DISSERTATIONS, &c. 
By the Author of Common Senfe. 


CTS of this kind are diftiaguifhable 
inte two clafles. 
First, thofe wherein the matters infert- 
ed have already been fettied and adjafted 
between the ftate on one part, and the per- 
fens therein mentioned oa the o her part. 
In this cafe the att is a completion or ratifi- 
cation of the contract therein recited. It 
is in f4& a deed figned, fealed and deli- 
vered. 

Scconpbty, thofe atts wherein the mat- 
ters have not been already agreed upon, and 
wherein the act holds forth certair propofi- 
tions and terms to be accepted of and ac- 
ceded to. 

I saat give an inftance of each of 
thoie acts. Firit—The fate wants the loan 
of fome money—certain perfoas make an 
offer to government to lend that fum, and 
fend in their propofals: the government ac- 
cepts thefe propofals and all the matters of 
the joan and the payment are agreed on; 
and an act is pafled, aceerding to the ufual 
form of puihag atts, ratifying and confirm- 
ing ths agreement. ‘This a¢tis final. 

lx the tecond cafe,—The ftate, as in the 
preceding one, wants a loan of money— 
the aflembly paffes an at holding forth the 
terms on which it wi!l berrow and pay: this 
Att has no f ree, gntil the propotitions and 
terms are accepted of and aceeded to by 
fome perfon or perfons, and when thoie 
terms are accepred of and complied with the 
act is binding on the flac#——But if at the 
mec ting of the next afiembly, or any other, 
the whele intended to be borrowed, fhould 
net be borrowed, that aflembly may flep 
where they are, and difcontiaue proceeding 
with the loan, or make new propofitions fer 
the remainder; but fo far as the ‘ubicrip- 
tiows have been filed up, and the te:ms 
complied with, it is, as in the firit caie, 
a iigned deed: and in the fame manner are 
all acts, let the matters in them be what 
they may, wherein, as [ belore mentioned, 
the flute on one part, and certain individu- 
als On tlre other part, are pasties in the

tr the ftate fhould become a dankrept, 
the creditors, as in all cales of bankruptcy, 
will be fuferers ; they will bave but a divic- 
end for the whole: but this is not a diffolve 
tion ef che contract, buran accommodatioa 


of it, avitag trom neceiity: and to in all 
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cafes of ats ef this kind, if an inability 
takes place on either fide, the contra&. can- 
not be performed, and fome accomodation 
muft be gone into or the matter falls through. 

Ir may likewife happen, though it ought 
not tohappen, that in performing the mat- 
ters, agreeably to the terms of the aét, in- 
conveniences, unforefeen at the time of 
making the act, may arife to either or both 
parties: in this cafe thofe inconveniences 
may be removed by the mutual agreement 
of the parties, and each find its benefit ia 
fo doing: for in a republic it is the harmony 
cf its parts that conftitutes their feveral and 
mutual goood. - 

Bur the aés themfelves are legally bind- 
ing, asmuch as ifthey had been made be- 
tween two private individuals. ‘The great- 
nefs of one party cannot give it a fuperiority 
of advantage over the other. The itate, or 
its reprefentatives the afflemb'y, has no more 
power over an att of this kind, after it is 
paffed, than if the ftate was a private perfon. 
it is the glory of a republic to have it fo, 
becaule it fecures the individual from be- 
coming the prey of power, and prevents 
MIGHT overcoming RIGHT. 

I> any difference or difpute arife after- 
wards between the ftate and the individuals 
with whom the agreemen is made, refpett- 
ing the contraét, or the meaning, or extent 
of any of the matters contained in the aét, 
which may affect the property or intereft of 
either, fiuch difference or difpute muft be 
judged of, and decided upon, by-the laws 
ofthe land, in a court of juftice acd trial by 


jury; thatis, by the laws of the land alrea- ° 


dy in being at the time fuch act and con- 
tract ‘was made: No law afterwards can 
apply to the cafe, either direétly, or upon 
conitruétion or implication: For fuch a law 
would be a retrofpetive law, or a law made 
aficer the fa&, and cannot be produced in 
court as applying to the cafe before it for 
judgement 

That this isjuflice, that it is the true prin- 
ciple ofrepubiican gevernment, no man will 
be fo hardy at to deny :—If, therefore, a 
alawfal contra¢t or agreement, fealed and 
ratifed, cannot be aideded or altered by 
any ect made afterwards, Low much mote 
inconfiftent and irrational. deipotie and un- 
ju would it be, to think of making an aft 
with the profefled intentien of breaking wp 
a contract already figned and fealed.

Tue principals, or real parties,in the 
contrat, are the ftate and the perfons con- 
tracted with. ‘The affembly is not a party, 
but an ageat in behalf of the fate, author- 
ifed and impowered. to trania® its affairs. 

Teererore it is the ftate that is boned 

on one part aad certain individuals on the 
other part, and the performance of the con- 
tra according to the conditions of it, de- 
volves on fucceeding affembiies, nat as prin- 
cipals,. but as agents. 
* Tusrerore for the next or any other 
affembly to undertake to diffolve the ftate 
from its obligation is aflumption of power 
of a novel and extraordinary kiad It is 
the fervant attempting to free hisunafter. 

Tue ele&tion of new affemblics following 
each other makes no difference in the nature 
ofthe thing. The flate is fill the fame 
ftate.—The public is fill the fame body. 
‘Thefe do not annually expire though the 
time.of the affemblies does. Thefe are not 
nhew-created every year, nor can. they be 
difplaced, from their original ftanding ; 
but are a perpetaa] permancnt body, always 





* an being and ftill the fame. 


Bur if we adopt the vague inconfifient 
idea that every aflembly has a fu'l and com- 
ftete authority over all atts done by a former 
ailembly, and corafoand together laws, con- 
tracts and every ipecies of public bufine’s, 
it will lead us into a wildernefs of endlefs 
confufion and unfurmouatable difficulties. 
it would be declaring the affeinbly defpotic 
for the time being,—Initead of a govern- 
ment ofeitablithed principles adminiflered 
by eftablifhed rules, the authority of govern- 


‘ment itrained fo high, would, by.the fame 


rule, ————be reduced propprtionably 
low, and would be no other than a commit- 
tee of the ftate aftiug with difcretionary 
powers for one year. Every new election 
wonld be a revolution, or it would fappole 
the public of the former year dead and anew 
puo.ic rifen in its place.

Account of the ALLIGATOR. 
From De Ullor’s Voyage to South- 
America. 
SHE increafe of fith in the river 
Guayaquil is greatly hindered. 
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by the prodigious nuinbers of attr. 


gators, an amphibious creature, fi-. 
ving both in the rivers and the ad. 
jacent plains, though it is not of. 
tea known to go far from the banks 
of the river. When tired with fith- 
ing, they leave the water to baik 
themfelvesin the fun, and then ap- 
pear more like fogs of half rotten 
wood throwa afhore by the current, 
than living creatures; but upon 
perceiving any veffel near them, 
they immediately throw themfelves 
into the water. Some are of fo 
monttrous a fize as to exceed five 
yardsin ‘length. During the time 
they lie bafking on the fhore they 
keep their huge thouths wide open, 
ull filled with mofchitos, flies, and 
other infe&ts, when they fuddenly 
fhut their jaws and fwallow their 
prey. Whatever may have been 
written with regard to the fierce. 
nefs and rapacity of this animal, 1, 
and all our cgmpany know, from 
experience, they avoid a man, and, 
on the approach of any one, they 
immediaicly plunge into the water. 
lis whole body is covered with 
fcales impenetrable to a mufket- 
bal}, unlelS it happens to hic them 
in the belly near the fore legs ; the 
only part vulnerable, 

‘bhe alligator is an oviparous 
creature. ‘The female makesa large 
hole in the fand near the brink ofa 
river, and there depofits cr eggs, 
whichare as white as thofe of a hen 
but much more folid. She ceneral- 
ly lays about an hundred, continu- 
ing inthe fame place till tiey are 
all depofited, which is about a cay 
or two. She then covers them with 
the fand, and the better to conceal 
them, rolls herfelf not only over 
her precious depofitum, but to: 
confiderable diftance. After this 
precaution, fhe returns to the wat¢f 
till natural infiinét informs her that 
it is time.to deliver her young from 
their confinement; when fhe comes 
to the fpor, attended by the mals

female alligator, till the has laid 
her eggs and retires, pleafed that 
fhe has concealed them bevond dif- 
covery. Burt the is no fooner un- 
der the water than the gallinazo 
darts down on the repofitory, and 
with its beak, claws and wings, 
tears up the fand and devours the 
egos, leavi ng only the fhells.. This 
banque wonld,.iadeed, richly. re- 
ward its long patience, did not a 
mulsitiede of gailinazes- from all 
parts join the fortunate difcoverer 
and thare inthe fpoil. I-have often 
been entertained. with this. ftrata- 
gem of the gallinazos.in: paffing 
trom Guayaquil to the cuflom- 
houfe of Babahoyo ; and curtofity

ing the ravages of thefetwoinfatia- 
ble enemies,. theiz members can 
hardly be imagined. 

Thefe alligators are tle great 
deftroyers of the fith in this river, 
it being their moit fafe and general 
food: nor are they wanting in ad- 
drefs to fatisfy their defires, eight or 
ten. as it were by compact draw up 
atthe mouth of a river. or creck, 
whilft others go a confiderable di- 
ftance up the river, and chafe the 
fifh downward, by which none of 
any bignefs efcape them. The al- 
ligators being unable to eat under 
water, on féizing a fifh, raife their 
heads above the furface, and by de- 
grees draw the fith. from their jaws, 
and chew it for deglutition. 

When they cannot find fifhto ap- 
peafe their hunger, they betake 
themfelves to the meadows border- 
ing on the banks, and devour 
calves and colts; and in order to 
be more fecure take the opportuni- 
ty of the night, that they may fur- 
prife them in their fleep; and it is 
obferved that thofe alligators which 
have once tafled flefh are fo fond 
of itas neverto take wp with fifh, 
but in cafes of necefity. There 
are even too many melanchelly in- 
lances of their devouring the Lu 
man fpecies, efpecially chicren, 
wite, from the inattention nateral 
totheir ace,. have been without 
doors after it is. dark; and though 
at nogreat diflance, thefe vcracicus 
animals have dared to atiackthem, 
and having once feized them, . to 
make fure of their prey againit 
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that affiftance which the cries of the 


victim never fail to bri: nz, haftea 


into the water,.where they imme- 


diately drown it, and thea return 
to the furface and devour it at lic- 
fure. 


Their voracity has alfo been felt: 


by the boarmen, who by inconfide- 

rately Neeping with one of their 
arms or legs over the fide of the 
boat, t! hele : animals have feiz'd and 
drawn the whole body into the wa- 
ter, Alligators who have once fea- 


{ted on human &efh, are known to 
be the moft dangerous, and become- 


as it were inflaned with an infatia- 
ble defire of repeatmg the faine de- 
licious repaft. The inhabitants of 
thofe places where they abound, 
are very induitrious in catching and 
deftroying them. Their ufuai me- 
thod is by a cafonate or pieee of 
wood fharpened at both ends, and 
baited with the lungs of fome ani- 
mal. This catunate they faiten toa 
thong, the end.of which is lecured 
on the fhore.. ‘The alligate: on {e- 
ing the luaes floating omthe water, 
fnaps at the bait, and thus both 
points of the wood enter his jaws, 
in fuch amanner that he can neith- 
er open nor fhut his mouth. He is 
then dragged afhore, where he vi- 
olently -endeavours to refeue him- 
felf, while the Indians bait him xr 3 
a bull, knowing that the greatett 
damage he can do is to throw down 
fuch as for want of care or agility 
do-not keep out of his reach.

ther either way, great part of the city malt 
inevitably have been coniumed, 

The lofs in houfes and other property is 
very great, for the fire was fo veriatile that 
goods that were fuppofedto be in the great. 
fecurity were obliged to be moved about in 
the utmortt hafte, confeqnently they were 
much damaged; and feveral perfons taking 
advantage of the confufion, iecrered great 
quaatities; fome that were detected have 
been fent to prifon. On the other hand, 
fome fuppoiing themfelves fecure, did not 
move at all, and loft every. thing. 

Mr. James Strickland, in» conductinga 
cart heavily loaded, fell our of it, and the 
wheels went over his breaft, which occafioned 
his death in a few hours. Several perions 
were al‘o.much bruitied and wounded.
